ing message President Harding to­ 
day challenged the foes of the ad­ 
ministration ship subsidy bill to as­ 
sume the responsibility for defeating 
it. 
Declaring 
that 
no 
proposition 
placed before congress ever met “ a 
more resolute hostility” , the p r e s i ­ 
dent in a message delivered in per­ 
son to the extraordinary session of 
congress challenged his opponents 
to meet the issue fairly. 
The president devoted practically 
all of his message to 
a 
vigoron 
message on the subsidy, mentioning 
only one other question, immediate 
relief for agriculture. Tins and oth­ 
er questions will bo dealt with in his 
message to the regular session of 
eongres s. 


“ This question can no longer be 
ignored” said Harding. “ Its solution 
can no longer be 
postponed. 
The 
failure of congress to act derisive­ 
ly will be no le>s of a disaster than 
adverse action." 
Carrying the fight with aggress­ 
iveness to the enemy's ramp, Hard­ 
ing said be challenged every insinua­ 
tion of favored interests 
and en­ 
richment of special few at the ex­ 
pense of the public treasury. I am 
first of all appealing to 
save 
the 
treasury, he said. Throughout his 
speech the president urged that the 
subsidy would save money 
to the 
treasury because of the large losses 
still being piled up by the 
shipping 
board. These were estimated at fifty 
million dollars a 
year 
while 
the 
president said the cost of the sub­ 
sidy would he half that amount. 
The executive made a fervent plea 
that America again be raised to a. 
position of eminence. 
Striking directly at the opposition 
to the measure, the president said 
one of two courses is o]**n to con- 
gr< ss:

any actual moves toward establishing 
contact with tin* debt refunding com­ 
mission. 


O f twenty nations, beneficiaries of 
the American treasury during tlu* war 
years, only 
seven, 
according 
to 
ecords of the commission, have made 
overtures looking toward refunding 
negotiations. 
These 
are 
England, 
France, Belgium, Jugo-Shma, Rum­ 
ania, Italy and Poland. 
The degree of their response*-' to 
American invitations to “ come and 
talk it over" varies. 
The belief is held that the pro- 
ernstination of foreign countries is 
occasioned not only by their inability 
to see their wav toward paying even 
if tlu* debts are refunded, but because 
in 1919 they were all informed that 
this country was willing to declare 
at three year moratorium on 
pay­ 
ments pending 
refunding 
arrange­ 
ments if the countries 
would 
im­ 
mediately e n t e r such negotations. 
The proposal was never acced'd 
to but tlu* impression apparently pre­ 
vailed that the throe year morator­ 
ium nevertheless 
remained 
valid. 
This expired in April of this year. 
England has tentatively named a 
commission to visit Washington and 
talk refunding and has recently paid 
the treasury $100,900,000 oil account 
of interest. 
France, during the past summer 
named a delegate, M. Jean Parmen- 
tier, who conferred with the commis­ 
sion for a number of weeks. 
Par- 
menfier was suddenly recalled to his 
home country, leaving 
behind 
him 
“ unfinished business" and tlu* debt, 
refunding commission has no word of 
his return. 
France which maintains that pay­ 
ment of her debt is out of the ques­ 
tion is is vcrtheless paying to this 
country 
approximately $21,000,000. 
annually in interest. 
Belgium lias named a delegat » to 
appear 
before 
flu* 
commission— 
Baron deCartier. her ambassador to 
this country. DeCartier however, has 
as yet made no approach to the com- 
mittee to set a date for commencing 
negotiations.

Jugo-Slavia has likewise appointed

Dr. Pavaich, however, has made no 
definite overtures for refunding the 
$58,000,000 
indebtedness

Rumania has two 
delegates 
at 
present in Washington who are ae- 
tivelv engaged in conversation with 
the debt refunding commission. 
, Italy inquired of this country last 
summer when she could send a re­ 
funding mission. 
Since that time no 
further word lias been received. 
Poland, with a debt of $153,000,- 
000 and f\ currency quoted at 15,- 
000 marks to tin* dollar has declared 
her willingness to enter negotiations 
for refunding her debt but lias not 
followed the matter up, pending final 
adjudication of the amount she owes 
Cuba occupied perhaps a unique 
position among the debtors in that 
>he has not broached refunding to 
this country, but 
regularly 
pays 
interests on her $7.000,000 debt every 
six months.

countries priced barberry eradica­ 
tion law s recently. Norway, Sweden, 
B avaria, and Hungary all were so 
strongly impressed with the benefi- 
cial results of eradicating the bush­ 
es that new eradication law s have 
been parsed within recent yeai^. In 
f a c t , the common barberry is now 
very rare in the agricultural 
d is­ 
trict- o f England, France, Austria, 
Hungary, . C zech oslovak ia, 
Germ­ 
any, Holland 
and 
Denmark, 
and 
black stem ru^t is correspondingly 
rare. There is said to he no question 
whatever but 
that 
the black stem 
ru-T has decreased in importance in 
proportion to the thoroughness with 
which barberries have been removed. 
The evidence in England and Den­ 
mark is particularly conclusive. 
During a 70-m ile automobile trip 
near the fens o f England, 
not 
a 
trace o f black stem rust w as found 
except near three barberry 
bushes. 
! Again, in W ales, not a trace of the 
rust could he found, after 
driving 
»for a great many m iles, except on 
several farm s where there were bar­ 
berries. In fact, 
the 
relationship 
here w as so clear that it was pos­ 
sible easily to locate the barberry 
bushels by tracing the rust to 
its 
‘source. Most o f the plant patholo­ 
gists of England agree that 
black 
stem rust can not exist there without 
the common 
barberry. 
I he 
same 
thing seem s to be true 
throughout 
most o f Franee. It w as 
impossible 
to find any black stem rust up to 
the middle o f June except 
in the 
Alps and Jura 
Mountains, 
where 
there -till are a great many barberry 
bushes. The relationship between the 
barberry and the 
development of 
rust was so evident that eveij. the 
peasants knew it 
thoroughly. 
1 lie 
only reason the barberries are ]>er- 
mitted to remain is because it would 
be practically im possible 
to eradi­ 
cate them and because only a little 
grain is sown. 


In Italy, black stout rust i- de­ 
structive only in the m ountain- and 
in the northern part of the country 
where there are barberries. In the old 
' Austro-Hungarian Empire, there was 
ia law requiring the destruction of 
1 barberry bushes and there usually is 
only a little black stem ru-t except 
in the hilly and mountainous dis­ 
tricts where the barberry bushes re­ 
main. The same is true of Gemiany. 
Plant pathologists o f that country i 
stated that when a severe outbreak j 
o f rust occurred, they simply went 
out and looked for 
the 
barberry 
hushes, and had them removed. 


Barberry bu-hes have been almost 
completely removed from Denmark, 1 
and there ha- not been a single ser- J 
ious outbreak o f rust since 
li)03, l 
when m ost o f the bushes were re- j 
moved. The sporadic outbreaks now

alone in 1920 representing a value 
o f approximately $200,000,000, lit­ 
tle is known bv the average buyer 
about the marketing of 
this com­ 
modity, says Mr. Wheeler. 
The availability of feed stuffs lo­ 
cally produced which may be used 
as substitutes, and potential 
sup­ 
plies and production in surplus pro­ 
ducing sections are said to be 
the 
most important factors 
controlling 
local feed prices. Wide variations in 
prices In heavy consuming and pro­ 
ducing 
centers, 
and 
in 
sections 
where 
only moderate supplies are 
handled are attributed to the prices 
paid by individual dealers, unsold 
feed in transit which is 
frequently 
disposed of at a sacrifice 011 arrival, 
grade, quality, whether the feed is 
bought for cash or credit, and whe­ 
ther the purchase is for immediate 
or future delivery. Mr. Wheeler ad­ 
vises buyers to ascertain 
carefully 
all these facts in connection with 
prices quoted before placing orders. 
Mr. Wheeler has made a 
careful 
study of the mrketing of mill feeds 
and his findings are 
contained 
in 
United States Department of Agri­ 
culture Bulletin 1124, entitled “ The 
Marketing of Mill Feeds." The bul­

tells how feeds are sold by 
mills, handled by cooperative socie­ 


tie s, how to studv market

tions, what to ascertain about pric­ 
es quoted, and present needs of the 
trade.
